NKU-Grant 
Center 
gets new 
leader

The Northern Kentucky University- 
Grant County Center has a new leader. 

Correy Eimer has been hired as the 
new director of the Williamstown facility. 

He replaces Betsy John-Jennings, who 
retired May 30 after 35 years at NKU, the 
last 10 in Grant County. 

The 38-year-old Eimer is from 
Bellaire, Ohio, and lives in Walton with 
his wife Erin, their 8-year-old son Luke 
and 18-month-old daughter Landry. 

Eimer said he is grateful for the oppor¬ 
tunity to partner with 
the NKU staff, faculty 
and community stake¬ 
holders to serve Grant 
County, as well as the 
surrounding rural 
counties. 

“My vision is for 
NKU’s Grant County 
Center to be at the top 
of the list when high 
school students begin 
planning for their 
future,” he said. “I 
realize that college is not for everyone 
and that there are alternative options, 
such as vocational training or the U.S. 
Armed Forces, that will lead to success¬ 
ful and fulfilling careers. However, if 
someone is interested in pursuing a col¬ 
lege education to either begin or advance 
their career, NKU’s Grant County Center 
is a wonderful place to start.” 

Eimer earned his bachelor’s degree in 
1998 and masters’ degrees in social work 
and public administration in 2000 from 
West Virginia University.

Grant funds free cat spay/neuter clinic

The Grant County Animal 
Shelter will be offering a free 
spay/neuter clinic for cats as 
long as there is money avail¬ 
able for the program. 

The United Coalition For 
Animals (UCAN) and the ani¬ 
mal shelter have partnered to 
offer the public an opportuni¬ 
ty to have their cats spayed/ 
neutered for a $20 refundable 
deposit. The animals will also 
receive a rabies vaccination, 
FVRCP immunization, micro¬ 
chip and treatment for fleas, 
ear mites, ticks or tapeworms 
if needed. 


“We’re excited to offer this 
program to the public,” said 
Marsha Chaney, director of 
the animal shelter. 

The county has partnered 
with UCAN to offer a low- 
cost spay/neuter clinic for 
about four years, but this 
marks the first time a $20 
deposit will be refunded once 
the animal is picked up. 

Chaney said the timing of 
the program is good because it 
is kitten season. Last month, 
the shelter took in 80 cats and 
60 dogs. 

“I think 80 is high for a 
county our size,” Chaney said. 

Chaney said the spay/neu¬ 
ter clinic has been successful

because the shelter is seeing 
the number of unwanted cats 
decline from previous years, 
but there’s still more to be 
done to correct the problem. 

“Cats can have three litters 
in a year. A cat can become 
pregnant within a few days of 
having a litter and when you 


think about an average litter 
being four to six kittens, the 
numbers can quickly get out 
of hand,” Chaney said. 

Participants will come to 
the shelter to fill out paper¬ 
work, pay $20 in cash (which 
will be refunded when the 
animal is picked up) and then 
bring the animal back on the 
designated date. 

“If you do not show up for 
your appointment, you lose 
your money,” Chaney said. 
“We cannot allow people to 
sign up their cats and then not 
show up and take that spot 
when we could have sent 
another cat.”

Once again Congress can’t cooperate, 
strands thousands at border by inaction 


O n Friday night, July 31, I 
was amazed. I was amazed 
at the fact the United States 
House of Representatives had, as 
one of their last—if not final—acts 
of the 2014 session, passed a bill. 
A bill that made the refugee chil¬ 
dren from El Salvador, Venezuela 
and Honduras be treated like ille¬ 
gal, er, excuse me undocumented 
immigrants from our border neigh¬ 
bors Mexico and Canada. In other 
words; they will be turned away 
and sent packing. Back to the 
country they came from: g’bye; so 
long; farewell; leave our borders;

“pomposity,” as well as good old 
“perception,” But in this instance, 
other than pomposity, posturing is 
apropo. What is it? The nut and 
bolts definition is to “behave in a 
way that is intended to impress or 
mislead others.”

On Sept. 8, Congress will recon¬ 
vene in their offices after a month 
of, well whatever they do while 
they are on recess. This year, it’s 
probably campaigning for each oth¬ 
er. In the meantime, their posturing 
has left thousands of immigrants 
and refugees at our borders; more 
flooding in and nothing to be done 
with them. Basically, the House 
passed a bill that cannot be enacted 
and the Senate just gave it up and 
left. But, at least they did some¬ 
thing and that, friends and neigh-

bors, is what you are going to hear 
for the next month on TV, radio, in 
newspapers and on the Web. They 
did “something.” Well, no they did 
not. 

The Senate was already gone af¬ 
ter gridlock over the issue resulted 
in their bill being dropped. The 
House knew this, but passed their 
own version, anyways. In this way, 
they can legitimately say, “see, we 
did something, those guys just went 
home.” 

So, just what is going on here? 
The options of what our austere 
governing bodies have not accom¬ 
plished are endless... However, the 
screaming meanie issue here con¬ 
cerns “immigration at the border.” 
You know, those constant nagging 
reports about all those kids coming 
to our border, sucking our money 
and resources dry with their ille¬ 
gal needs while our own people are 
suffering. 

In reality? This has to do with 
kids—mainly from El Salvador, 
Venezuela and Honduras—who 
come to our border and give them¬ 
selves up. They are not sneaking 
in under cover of night or through 
tunnels or by wading a river; they 
are walking up to USA border pa¬ 
trol agents and giving themselves 
up. They are fleeing from countries 
with rampant poverty and violence: 
refugees from drug wars and car¬ 
tels that kidnap, rape, torture and 
enslave children like unimportant 
chattel. 

Now, let’s go back to 2008 


when, in response to human traf¬ 
ficking in the world, our Congress 
altruistically changed immigration 
law to require an unaccompanied 
minor coming to our border be 
taken in and screened by Border 
Patrol within 48 hours to deter¬ 
mine if they are trafficking victims 
or have legitimate asylum claims. 
After this, they are given a formal 
hearing. Under that 2008 reform, 
those not meeting either of the two 
qualifiers from Canada or Mexico 
are bussed home. However, those 
from other countries are sent to the 
Department of Health and Human 
Services after their screening for a 
more thorough medical check; then 
they are transported to a shelter. 
Thereafter, the kids are released to 
relatives or other sponsors to await 
their guaranteed hearing which can 
take years to occur. This is the law 
of our land right now. 

So, what did our 2014 Congress 
do, or rather not do? Nothing. Ab¬ 
solutely nothing. 

The House passed a bill that 
would not pass the Senate. They 
knew it would not pass the Senate. 
But, like a lawyer who has their cli¬ 
ent sneak here say into their testi¬ 
mony so the jury will hear it and, 
though the judge tells that jury to 
ignore it—once heard; it cannot be 
unheard—the voters over the sum¬ 
mer will have this as their last 
memory of Congress: the House 
tried to do something. 

Yeah, I guess they really did do 
something. They made a pointed 
effort to further confuse the issues 
of an already dysfunctional and do- 
nothing Congress. 

Have they succeeded? We will 
see for sure in November. 

But, at the least between now 
and September; there will be hun¬ 
dreds and thousands of children 
fleeing to our border in hopes of re¬ 
ceiving shelter from the storms rav¬ 
aging their homelands. They will 
be met with chaos, over crowding 
and anger. All because, once again, 
our Congress cannot cooperate. In 
their pomposity, they can only pos¬ 
ture, pander and provide the per¬ 
ception they are doing something.

Depression: The silent killer 


I have had the pleasure of being 
involved with Grant County 
for 15 years. Perhaps I taught 
you or someone you know in a 
class at the NKU Grant County 
Center. Maybe you’ve seen me 
when I judged Derby Idol or even 
the year I was Elvis in the Derby 
Day parade. I am that guy. But 
what you may not know is I am 
also someone who struggles with 
clinical depression. 

The suicide of Robin Williams 
has brought a surge of attention 
on depression. People are con¬ 
fused about how someone who 
has so much going for him and 
who seems to have joy flow from 
him like water from a fountain 
could not find the will to live. It’s 
hard for people who have never 
experienced it to understand. 

As someone who has experi¬ 
enced it, I want to tell you that it 
can be even more confusing to us. 
I have an amazing family, a job I 
love, and wonderful opportunities 
to serve my community. I am out¬ 
going, confident, fun-loving, and 
often the life of the party. And 
a few weeks ago, my doctor and 
I were trying to figure out why I 
was constantly crying and strug¬ 
gling with the will to live. 

Robin Williams was a giving 
person. He was a dedicated USO 
volunteer and worked hard for 
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several charities. I hope in death 
he can provide one more valu¬ 
able service to the world. I hope 
his death will help move us sig¬ 
nificantly forward in being open 
about depression. 

I have struggled with depres¬ 
sion for more than 30 years, but 
only in the past couple of years 
have I opened up to people be¬ 
yond my immediate family. It’s 
time. 

It’s time for us to see depres¬ 
sion for what it is - an illness. It 
is an illness that is as real as asth¬ 
ma or arthritis or any other. 


And most importantly, it is an 
illness that can be treated. 

I have had others come to me 
and say they think they may be 
suffering from depression, but 
they are not sure, which in turn 
makes them reluctant to seek 
help. I always tell them the same 
thing - seek help! 

Depression, like other illness¬ 
es, takes many forms. And by 
seeking help, you have everything 
to gain and nothing to lose. 

Furthermore, counseling is not 
just for people with depression or 
anxiety or other mental illnesses. 
Counseling is for anyone who 
seeks to make themselves better 
and stronger. Think of it like a 
fitness trainer for the mind and 
soul. 

I have depression. It is some¬ 
thing I would not wish on anyone, 
but it can be a valuable teacher. 

One thing I have learned from 
depression is that the ability we 
have to reach out to others during 
our shared bumpy ride on planet 
Earth is a precious gift. 

Being open about my depres¬ 
sion is not easy, but if it makes a 
difference to just one other per¬ 
son, I am going to shout about it.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

The late 
summer lawn 


ANOTHER PLACE IN TIME 




S ummer splendor in the grass is being replaced by 
a fungus among us for some gardeners. I have 
seen some weird stuff out in the pastures this last 
week, likely due to the heat and rain. Mostly people like 
to blame dead patches in the lawn on gmbs but often 
fungal diseases are the culprit and the weather and our 
own maintenance habits contribute to the problem. 

Despite the advice that fall is better than spring when 
it comes to fertilization many people still do it which 
causes problems this time of the year. For example, too 
much nitrogen applied in the spring of the year is linked 
to a higher incidence of fungal diseases like red thread, 
dollar spot, frog-eye and brown patch. Add weather 
extremes, automatic sprinklers, mowing habits and sus¬ 
ceptible turf varieties and we see odd things happening 
to our late summer lawns. 

Types of lawn diseases 

Dollar spot is caused by a fungus that is favored by 
temperatures between 60 and 80 degrees and prolonged 
moisture. It is most prevalent on bentgrass (which is 
primarily used on golf courses around here), bluegrass 
and fine fescue lawns. Yellow spots first appear on the 
blades of grass and advances to a reddish-brown col¬ 
or; the tips remain green. As the grass dies it typically 
forms dead patches that are about the size of a silver 
dollar, thus the name dollar spot. Use tall type fescue 
and don’t over fertilize or over irrigate your lawn and 
you should avoid this lawn disease. 

Brown patch is likely more 
mainstream when it comes to 
lawn diseases because it will 
impact tall fescue (the best and 
predominate grass for our area). 
The disease is caused by a com¬ 
mon soil fungus that is favored 
by too much nitrogen, humidity 
and temperatures between 60 
and 85 degrees. It appears as an 
overall deterioration of sections 
of turf; and irregular or circular 
brown patches. The turf will 
look pale green and usually 
there is a brown border around 
the infected area. 

Brown patch can be discour¬ 
aged by applying nitrogen in the 
fall of the year only, mowing a 
bit shorter than the recommended three inches (try two 
and a half instead) and irrigating only when needed and 
in the morning so the grass can dry during the day. 

Red thread looks like red thread, really. A reddish- 
coral color fungus appears in strands and eventually 
causes the decline of grass blades. This fungal disease 
is most prevalent during wet, cool weather and in lawns 
that are deficient in nitrogen. Red thread may have 
shown up a few weeks ago for some during the cool, 
wet weather variables. 

Frog-eye, or fusarium blight, is so named because in 
the later stages of the disease the center of the infected 
area remains viable and the dead grass lies in a two inch 
wide band around the green center which sort of looks 
like a big frog eye. We see frog-eye during the hottest 
and most humid Kentuckiana summers. Too much ni¬ 
trogen and drought stress help the fungus along, too. 
Bentgrass, bluegrass and red fescue are most suscep¬ 
tible. 

Fungicide use to control these problems is tricky 
because once the problem is apparent it is essentially 
too late to control. Applications must be used as a pre¬ 
vention, which is not recommended for the average 
homeowner. We cannot control the weather but we can 
control our management habits. Don’t fertilize in the 
spring, irrigate only when necessary, mow when needed 
and at the proper mowing height (two and a half to three 
inches) and sod or seed with recommended tall type fes¬ 
cue varieties. And, if you did get a lawn fungus send the 
kids out to do a science experiment instead!

“My dad was raised on 
the farm that we live on 
now and they milked 
Guernsey dairy cattle until 
my grandpa passed away 
in 2004,” she said. “Since 
then, we have had sheep, 
goats, horses and beef cat¬ 
tle. I fell in love with the 
animals as soon as I started 
going to help my dad at a 
very young age.” 

The 2014 Williamstown 
High School graduate’s 
hard work and dedication 
to agriculture recently paid 
off as she became the first 
WHS student to receive 
the state FFA degree. 

The degree is awarded 
to the top members of the 
state FFA Association. 

Cloe had to complete 25 
hours of community ser¬ 
vice, earn or invest $1,000 
through her supervised 
agricultural experience, 


demonstrate leadership 
ability and have a satisfac¬ 
tory academic record. 

“I felt a huge accom¬ 
plishment getting it 
because I was the first stu¬ 
dent from Williamstown to 
ever receive it,” she said. 

Cloe credits her dad, 
Randy Cloe, for her love 
for agriculture. 

Cloe was in 4-H for six 
years and in Future 
Farmers of America (FFA) 
for three years. 

Both organizations 
teach responsibility and 
leadership at a young age, 
said Cloe. 

“I have seen so many 
students grow through 
both associations,” she 
said. “You will not find a 
person that works harder 
than 4-H and FFA mem¬ 


bers do. I have attended 
many FFA events and 
functions and have made 
friends from not only the 
state of Kentucky but all 
over the United States. The 
FFA is such a great asso¬ 
ciation for students to get 
involved in because it not 
only shows them what 
agriculture is about, but it 
can develop them into 
great leaders that they 
would have never known 
they could become.” 

Cloe is attending 
Morehead State University 
and majoring in Agriculture 
Education. 

While she will miss her 
FFA family, especially the 
underclassmen she grew 
close to during the past 
several years, Cloe said 
she will stay involved. 


She will pay her dues in 
order to show her animals 
next summer at the Grant 
County Fair, where this 
year she received Grant 
County Supreme 4-H/FFA 
Dairy Cow at the dairy 
show and Grant County 
4-H/FFA Beef Cow at the 
beef show. 

Cloe also plans to get 
involved in Morehead 
State’s collegiate FFA 
chapter. 

Her goal is to be an 
agriculture teacher and 
FFA advisor because of the 
impact her former WHS 
FFA advisor, Mackenzie 
Wright, had on her. 

“She made me realize 
that I want to make an 
impact on other kids just 
like she did with me,” Cloe 
said.

With a background in social work, 
Eimer as served as a child and family 
therapist and director of a foster care pro¬ 
gram. Since 2008, he worked at the United 
Way of Greater Cincinnati, which led him 
to get to know Grant County. 

“I had the privilege of working with my 
predecessor, Betsy John Jennings, during 
my time with United Way,” Eimer said.

Once a month the animals will be 
transported to a UCAN facility in 
Cincinnati where veterinarians will 
perform the surgeries. 


Feral cats can also be altered. 

“There is no excuse for anyone 
not to have their cats altered when 
we are offering such a deal,” 
Chaney said. “There are not enough 
homes for all the cats that are born 


and if everyone does their part, 
together we can eliminate the prob¬ 
lem.”
